“LaSonnabulat by the Galton Tronpe.

Last evening Miss Susan Galton made ber
first appearance fo this city In an opers that
would enable the public to form an adequate
Mea of her abilities as s stoger and s an aclress,
Tho pretiy little operettas of Offenbach which
have hitherto occupled her sttention won for
her Popularity which she ran some risk of
loslng by attempting such an srduous and
difficult role as “Amivu” in Bellini's opers of
La Sonnambula, As an experiment to lntro-
duoce Miss Galton tu n Orst-clags part, the per-
formance may be cousldered a very declded
success, sithough the young prima donna had
to conlend agatnst many dissdyvantagoes, not the
least of which was a A=plorably looflicient
support. Miss Galton earrled off all the honors
©f the evening, unless, 1ndevd, they are to be
divided with the ebhoros. A large audience was
In sitendunoe, aud a disposition to be eritieal
was maoifested ip the beginning; bat the sluger
conquered falrly, und her success was assured
when the curtaln deecendad upin the second
actamid a storm of applause.

Mies Ga ton's success was au agreoable surs
prise, for we did not think that she was
eapable of singing such d:iMeult muric a= thal
of La srmambwla, and this was probably the
opinion of many lo the audience, Miss Galton’s
volce is not very powerfal, but is sweel and
flexible, and a slight ronghoess, which was ap.
parent 1ast evening, 1s doubtless atiributable to
@ sovere cold jrom which she was evidently
suffering. The whole ol the chumber scone in
the pecond dct was rer Jerad with munh taste
and feeling, Dboth us regards the sioging
and the ncting, aud the same thing may be
sald of the flower song in the zleap-walking
soone of the last act, Toe air “'Ab, non glunge”
in the same act wis encored, Miss Gulton's
aclivg throughout the opera was entitled to
high praige, and at the cul of the second and
third acta she wns cowmplimented by being
called before the curtain,

It is to be regretted that Miss Gulton was not
better supported, a8 the periormance, as a
whole, cannot be consldered at all in the light
of a sucorss, The choruees were generdlly well
renderecd, but the singrys who assumed the
leadlog roles were tolully incompelent, M
Whiffip, who appeats to advantage in the light
pleces of OFenbuch’s, where his voice is not put
to any severe tests, und whoere his tulents as a
comedian have full exercise, wis pot equal to
the part of “Elvino.” Mr, Whoitlin's voice
thin, somewhat pasal, and of only moderate
compass, avd it breaks ijvto an ear-cutting
falsetto whenever it riges ubove a certain note,
and even in those portlone of the wusic that
were apparently withio bis renge il did not ap-
pear to be well under control, Mr., Whiflin's
acting was not much beuter than his sing-
ing, sod in the early of tite opera
gapecially be seemed to be nervous and embars
rassed, 8s if conscions tont hie had undertuken
a task beyond his powers, Iu the chamber
scene hie acted with coneiderable fuoree and ex-
pression, but the ferocions mauner in which he
dragged “Aminn” about the slage was culeo-
l1ated to inspire the gudience with some tear
that the lady's arms would ne dislocated. The
remaining parts were ~'aloed by performers
who bave not sienalized 1hemeelves ntherio iy
the lght pleees by Olevvach which huve bevn
attempted by the troupe, aid the public, there-
fore, had no reazon to exprct moch from them.

Mizs Busun Galtow's o appsar in
first-clnis works commendable, but unless
she can svcure a rasonably good support, it
would not be ndvisable 1o repent the experimoent
of lmat evening very frequently. Toe opereltus
in which she hos heretolore sppeured contain
gome vory pretty muosic; they are entertaining,
and euit the faucy of tke publie, aud are not
beyond the l!ﬂl;llb“'ll.i('!-. of her troupe. With
regard to grand opera the critical standuard is
higher, and it is worse thau vaeless to attemot
such pleces as La Sonnombuli npless the means
are at command for rendering them ina manuer
that will at least spproximate to exeellence.
The Anest singers en the stage would not be able
to achieve permanent suecces in the higher olass
of works under similar eircumstances to those
in which Miss Galtou 1s now placed. We hope,
therefore, that Fawal, aud other operas of [lke
character, which have been announced ns i
preparation, will not be avtempted at the
Ohesnut unlzes Miss Galton 15 uble to efeat a
_ very decided improvewent o the calibre of her
. troupe.
